Subjects havebeen ſeduced by falſe informations, by the 
practiſe of a few,who have been the contrivers of the miſ[- 
chieyous plots, and havejoyned withthem, either in per- 
ſon, or by ayding ofthem with men, money, horſes, or 
other things, and many of our good and -loyall Subjects 
over awedby the power of the Rebels, have beene enfor 
ced rocontribute tothem forthe maintenance of this un. 
naturall War, and others refuſing have beene plundred, 
and robbed of their eſtates, and fome committed to ſeve- 
rall priſons, andothers barbarouſly uſed contrary to the 
liberty of free-borne men,thelaws of the land, and con- 
trary to allhumanitie, of which injuries and calamities 
falling upon our good Subjcas, wearevery ſenfible,and 
are defirousrogiverclicfto our good Subjets by allthe
